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Surgery bid to 
stop patients 
not turning up 


A GP practice has introduced a new 
appointment system to tackle the 
problem of high numbers of patients 
failing to turn up. 

The Clements and Christmas 
Makings surgery, based in Greenfields 
Way and Camps Road, Haverhill, and 
with a branch surgery in Kedington, 
introduced the new system last 
Monday, March 2. 

The system was introduced to reduce 
the number of patients failing to turn 
up for appointments without notifying 
the surgery. 

According to Dr Fiona Andrews, a 
partner at the practice, the number 
was as high as 350 missed appoint¬ 
ments a month, or 85 in a week. 

She said the problem was that people 
were having to book appointments far 
in advance - even up to four weeks - 
because they couldn’t get one sooner. 
They were then either forgetting their 
appointment or recovering in the 
meantime. 

This has been reduced under the new 
system to just five working days. 

New appointments are released each 
working day at 8am and 1pm. 

The surgery has around 17,800 
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patients, who are treated by the equiv¬ 
alent of seven full time GPs. This is 
around 2,500 patients for each doctor. 

The average number of patients per 
full time GP in West Suffolk in 2014 was 
just 1,558, according to figures released 
by GP Online based on census data and 
patient populations from the Health 
and Social Care Information Centre. 

Two doctors are expected to leave the 
Clements and Christmas Makings 
practice at the end of March, and Dr 
Andrews says they have not had 
the applicants to fill the roles. 

Cllr Pat Hanlon said there 
was a desperate shortage of 
GP surgeries in the town. 

“There’s no doubt about it, 
there’s a crisis here,” he said. 

He blames the situation on 
the closure of the town’s walk- 
in centre in July, 2012, which put 
more pressure on GPs. 

Diana Andre, manager at Happy 
Faces pre-school, is a patient at 
Clements Surgery. 

She said she spent a month trying to 


secure an appointment under the old 
booking system. 

“After trying numerous times to get 
an appointment to see a doctor over 
the past month and each time being 
told my only option was to ‘sit and 
wait’ I gave up,” she said. 

She thinks the new system will 
improve the situation, but added: 
“There seems to be a shortage of GPs in 
Haverhill.” 

But Sarah-Jane Hounsell, a patient at 
Christmas Makings, said the new sys¬ 
tem seemed to put pressure on staff 
when she visited the surgery on 
Monday. “The staff are run¬ 
ning around like headless 
chickens,” she said. 

Dr Fiona Andrews said 
that once the new system is 
established the practice 
will carry out a patient con¬ 
sultation. 

A Care Quality Commission 
report published on February 
19 acknowledged a shortage of 
GPs but said “the practice had 
adopted alternative ways to meet 
patients’ needs”. The surgery was rated 
“good” overall.

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A FATHER of two is taking on what he 
calls his “mid-life crisis challenges” 
to raise money for charities battling 
heart disease. 

Carl Mynott, 39, an insurance broker 
and children’s book writer who lives 
in Piper’s Close, Haverhill, is planning 
to do four long runs and two hikes 
over a period of eight months. 

He chose to take on the challenge 
after his mother Phyllis, 69, survived a 
heart attack in early January. 

“I had already planned to do some 
running this year, so that was an 
impetus to get out and do it,” he said. 
“There are quite a few charities whose 
research helped her, so I wanted to do 
some running for them.” 

Carl, who has lived in Haverhill all 
his life, is fundraising for the British 
Heart Foundation, the Papworth 
Hospital Charity and Heart Research 
UK. 

So far, he has sponsorship of £465. 

“It would be really great if I could get 
the charities £1,000 each,” he said. 

Carl’s set of challenges will begin on 
Sunday, April 12, with the Haverhill 
10k run, and in May he will take part 
in the Great Outdoors Challenge, an 
175-mile hike from coast-to-coast 
across the Scottish Highlands. 

For the hike, he will carry all his own 
equipment on his back and spend 10 
nights wild camping. 

On June 27, he will participate in the 
Great Barrow Challenge, a 13-mile run 
across the Suffolk countryside. 

After that, he will take on the 
National Three Peaks Challenge with 
a friend, climbing the highest moun¬ 
tains in the UK - Snowdon, Ben Nevis 
and Scafell Pike - in 24 hours on July 
10 . 

He will run the Farnham Marathon 
in the North Downs in the South of 
England on September 13. 

The final challenge, on December 3, 
will be a 31-mile run that he has 
devised himself along Suffolk’s Stour 
Valley. 

“I’ve not really heard of anyone 
doing quite as much or perhaps as 
varied a challenge inside of eight 
months before,” said Carl. 

He added: “The reason I’m doing so 
much is mainly because I wanted it to 


be a challenge where there was a real¬ 
ly good chance that I wouldn’t make it. 

“I wanted to maximise the chance of 
making more money, I wanted to give 
myself the chance of making an 
impact.” 

In spite of the tasks he is undertak¬ 
ing, Carl is not an experienced runner. 

“Before the end of December I hadn’t 
really run at all,” he said. “I had tried a 
bit in the past, but I couldn’t get on 
with it.” 

Since December he has been train¬ 
ing hard, doing two shorter runs on 
weekday evenings, and a longer one at 
the weekend. His longest run so far 
has been nine miles. 

Carl lives with his wife Linda, and 
his two children Hope, 5, and Ashley, 


4. 

“It’s going to be a bit of a running 
widow situation with my wife!” said 
Carl. 

He does have more hiking experi¬ 
ence, and has completed the Three 
Peaks challenge before. 

“I’m quite confident about the walk¬ 
ing challenges, but in terms of the 
running challenges, that’s going to be 
the hardest,” he said. “I’m quite wor¬ 
ried about that. 

“I’m putting a lot of effort in. It’s 
going to be really hard. If I’m putting 
the effort in it would be really great if 
people could give a bit of money.”

I always pick up 
behind my three, and invariably 
others too. 

Most responsible dog owners do - 
it’s just the selfish idiots that 
don’t clean up and it’s not fair to 
discriminate against all dog 
owners because of this. 

On occasions where I have 
seen people not pick up behind 
their dog I have then reminded 
them they have forgotten. 

There are grass areas alongside 
the path down my road and there 
is lots of poo that isn’t picked up - 
but I have my own remedy, when I 
discover who it is I shall 
return their forgotten deposit 
through their letterbox 
UNBAGGED. 

There are NOT enough dog bins 
around the Wilsey / Turpins Ride 
estates. 

The one bin opposite Osprey Road 
is always full and if you are 
walking down towards 
Turpins Ride the next nearest bin 
is at the entrance to the East 
Town Park, unless you detour to 
Millfields Park. 

There are actually very few bins, 
dog or otherwise, when you walk

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No smoking 
campaign to 
be launched 


A HAVERHILL school is playing 
host to the launch of a new 
youth anti-smoking campaign 
for West Suffolk. 

The campaign, called CTRL 
Z, will be officially launched at 
Castle Manor High School 
tomorrow. 

Members of the campaign’s 
team will be carrying out 
carbon monoxide breath tests 
to educate students about the 
dangers of smoking, and 
talking to them about the 
harm cigarettes cause. 

Nationwide, only 3 per cent 
of young people aged 11 to 15 
smoke, but in Haverhill that 
figure is slightly higher, at 3.3 
per cent, increasing to 4.2 per 
cent in the Haverhill South 
Ward. 

CTRL Z, named after the 
undo function on a keyboard, 
is a branch of Live Well 
Suffolk, which provides the 
county’s healthy lifestyle 
services. It aims to prevent 
young people taking up 
smoking, and encourage those 
who do smoke to cut down. 

The CTRL Z team are looking 
to recruit young people to 
become anti-tobacco 
campaigners. They will receive 
training and help to deliver the 
message about the dangers of 
smoking. 

They are also encouraging 
schools and youth clubs to 
sign up to the campaign. 


Demolition decision 
deferred by council

COUNCILLORS discussed the future 
of the Gurteen buildings in Haverhill 
town centre at a meeting last 
Thursday - but couldn't reach a final 
decsion. 

At the meeting of the development 
control committee of St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council, committee mem¬ 
bers unanimously voted to defer a 
decision on demolishing five of the 
listed buildings. 

They chose not to make the decision 
until the consultation for the Haverhill 
town centre masterplan, currently just 
beginning, is completed in September. 

The most heated debate was about 
the proposed demolition of the north 
light sheds, a former sewing factory 
with an unusual roofline, to let more 
light into an office development in 
another of the buildings. 

Cllr Sara Mildmay-White said about 
the north light sheds: "It’s a very, very 
distinctive building and a huge herit¬ 
age asset for Haverhill. I understand 
about wanting to bring light into [the 
offices] but there are plenty of offices 
that do not have natural light on ah 
sides.” 

Haverhill resident John Burns said: 
“There is no justification to demolish 
the Grade II listed north light sheds, 
which are considered to be unusual 


and probably unique for East Anglia 
being part of an extremely interesting 
Victorian mill complex. 

Cllr Maureen Byrne, who also serves 
on Haverhill Town Council, said: “We 
should try and retain [the sheds] as a 
part of our heritage. 

“We do respect Gurteen as being very 
influential in our town, but at the end 
of the day, it’s our future and our chil¬ 
dren’s future.” 

The committee said they would 


approve a new proposal for the demo¬ 
lition of two of the less historically 
significant buildings. They agreed 
that redevelopment would provide sig¬ 
nificant benefits for the town centre. 

Cllr Peter Stevens said: “If we do not 
give this clear message to say that we 
are in favour of the demolition we may 
miss the boat, and I urge Haverhill to 
make sure this happens and hold your 
nerve. Don’t throw the baby out with 
the bathwater.”

Fishing kit worth £725 
stolen from garden shed 


MP welcomes 
pothole repairs 


FISHING kit worth hun¬ 
dreds of pounds has been 
stolen from a garden 
shed in Haverhill. 

The burglary took place 
between 12.30am and 
1.30am on the night of 
March 1 at an address in 
Castle Lane. 

The burglar stole 18 
fishing rods and tackle 
and reels, worth £600 
altogether. 

A flotation jacket worth 
£125 and various other 
fishing paraphernalia 
were also stolen. 

The victim was woken 
by a scraping sound at 
the time of the incident, 
but did not realise he had 
been burgled until later. 

The burglary follows a 
spate of incidents in 
which fishing gear, tools 


and bikes have been sto¬ 
len from sheds and 
garages in Haverhhll. 

A police spokesman 
urged the public to prop¬ 
erly secure their sheds 
and garages. 

“Rather than alarms or 
CCTV, install a good lock, 
that you can find on all 
reputable websites,” he 
said. “If there is anything 
valuable in the shed, lock 
that with a good lock.” 

The police also advise 
security marking valua¬ 
ble items and fitting bars 
or mesh to the inside of 
windows. 

Residents can also fit 
outdoor security lights, 
and cut back shrubs and 
bushes so they do not 
provide hiding places for 
thieves. 


MORE than £2 milion will be spent on road 
improvements in Suffolk, it has been 
announced.

THE head of community partner¬ 
ship at St Nicholas Hospice Care 
spoke at a council meeting on 
Tuesday night about getting the 
Haverhill’s community involved 
at the Burton Centre. 

Moira Welham gave a presenta¬ 
tion to Haverhill Town Council 
highlighting the services offered at 
the Burton Centre, which range 
from a cafe to dance classes to 
bereavement counselling. 

She emphasised statistics from 
the 2011 census which suggest that 
4,000 people in Haverhill would 
describe their life as severely or 
slightly limited by illness, and all 
of those people could make use of 
the Hospice’s facilities. 

She said: “It’s for anybody with a 
life-limiting illness, from the point 
of diagnosis, but equally for the 
community as a whole.

She added: “Currently engage¬ 
ment with the community is quite 
low.”

about services which could be 
offered to the community. 

Cllr Maureen Byrne suggested 
youth bereavement counselling, as 
she knew someone who had found 
it hard to access this service, and 
yoga, as “people find it extremely 
helpful in dealing with stress and 
anxiety”. 

Cllr Pat Hanlon suggested more 
provision should be made for peo¬ 
ple with mental health problems, 
as there are few services available 
to them. 

The Hospice has recently held a 
community engagement event on 
February 19, and a quiz on 
February 27. They will soon be 
holding a stall on the market to 
engage with the people of 
Haverhill. 

Ms Welham said after the meet¬ 
ing: “The word ‘hospice’, people 
associate with dying and death, 
but it’s about trying to live the full¬ 
est life you can.”

Bear-baiting, bodysnatching and burning 
people alive? It’s all part of Cambridge’s 
hidden (and rather horrible) past, as Dr 
David Barrowdough, who lives in Ely, reveals 
in an intriguing new book. 

Emma Higginbotham meets him. 


Digging up our horrible

Head of state that ended up on a pole 


“THE story of Oliver Cromwell’s head is a 
real Cambridge story. That’s it there,” says 
David, pointing to the photograph. “It’s 
hideous! You can see he’s got that 
traditional puritanical haircut.. 

Here’s the story in a nutshell: Cromwell 
died in 1658, and was buried with full 
honours in Westminster Abbey. But when 
the monarchy was restored, Charles II, bent 
on revenge for his father’s death, ordered 
Cromwell’s body to be disinterred. 

In 1661, his corpse was dug up, hanged on 
a gibbet, then his head was cut off and 
impaled on a spike at Westminster Hall. 
There it stayed for 20 years - until it blew off 
in a storm. A sentry claimed it as a trophy, 
took it home, and hid it up his chimney. 

Over the next two centuries, the head 
changed hands 
between the likes of a 
Swiss-French collector 
of curiosities, a comic 
actor and a wealthy 
goldsmith. It finally 
ended up with the 
Wilkinson family, who 
eventually decided 
that it should be 
reinterred. 


David writes: “ [Horace Wilkinson] 
contacted Cromwell’s old college in 
Cambridge, Sidney Sussex, and on 25 
March 1960 it was buried in a secret 
location in the college, within the oak box 
in which the Wilkinson family had kept 
the head since 1815. The only witnesses to 
the burial were members of the family 
and representatives of the college.” 




APPEARANCES can be deceptive. Cambridge 
may seem quaint and genteel, a hotbed of 
nothing much hotter than a warm scone and 
a nice cup of Earl Grey, but delve into its 
murky history and you’ll uncover all manner 
of guts and gore, from poisonings and animal 
baiting to burnings and witchcraft. 

It’s all recorded in a fascinating (and very 
readable) new book, Bloody British History: 
Cambridge, by Wolfson College fellow Dr 
David Barrowdough, who lives in Ely 

And appearances are deceptive here too: 
super-smiley and quick to laugh, David is the 
last person you’d expect to be a fan of the 
macabre - yet the archaeologist says he has 
absolutely revelled in digging up the city’s 
dirty underside. 

Part of a series about the dark history of 
British cities, the book is packed with eye¬ 
opening (and often eye-watering) tales from 
the past. But while some may be familiar - 
town and gown rioting, author Lawrence 
Sterne’s ‘bodysnatched’ corpse turning up at 
a university anatomy class, or the Cambridge 
Spies doing their dastardly deeds - others are 
likely to be completely new to you. 

Did you know, for example, that murderous 
highwayman Dick Turpin used to frequent a 
dodgy pub on Castle Hill? Or that Petty Cury 
was a hotspot for bear-baiting, while bull¬ 
baiting was a regular event on Peas Hill? Or 
that the famous Bumps has seen both rowers 
and spectators being impaled, drowned, and 
struck by lightning? 

David grins when I mention this one: “Yes, I 
shouldn’t laugh, should I?” he chuckles. 
“There are lots of books about Cambridge 
already, but a lot of them, not being rude, they 
do repeat things time and time again, and I 
was trying to dig out things that hadn’t really 
been written about before.” 

The affable academic, who two years ago 
wrote a similar book about Ely, spent around 
18 months doing his research. 

He busied himself in the archives of the 
University Library, “just searching through 
old records, diaries and newspaper collec¬ 
tions; once you start digging into one, you get 
a reference to something else, and you chase 
that reference up - so it’s a detective story in 
that way. 

“I knew some of it, but I didn’t know all of it,” 
he adds. “I didn’t know about Dick Turpin; 
he’s normally either associated with London 
or York, but Cambridge was a place he came 
and hid out when it got a bit hot for him. 

“And I didn’t know about the Three Tuns 
Inn, which was basically a thieves’ den of 
iniquity” Now demolished, the notorious 
Castle Hill boozer crops up several times in 
the book: “It was a favourite haunt of his, and 
of other highwaymen, and of the vagabonds 
that went with it.” 


Does he have a favourite story? 

“I thought the one about the chimney 
sweeps was interesting,” he says. 

“All the colleges keep their silver and valua¬ 
bles locked up, and several colleges found 
that they’d had their valuables stolen from 
inside a locked room - and they couldn’t work 
out how this was happening. 

“So they issued a reward, and basically some 
nosey neighbours thought that one of their 
neighbours was a bit more prosperous than 
he should be, and that led them to suspect 
this guy.” 

The man in question was a chimney sweep, 
“and in the process of cleaning all the college 
chimneys, he’d worked out how to get down 
into different rooms. He teamed up with a 
locksmith, and another guy who’s described 
as a gypsy, whose job was to help them carry 
it, and they’d all climb down these chimneys 
at night, into these locked rooms, carry away 
the swag and then sell it. Two of them hung for 
it and the third one got away.” 

There does, I say, seem to be an awful lot of 
hanging in the book: “You were hanged for 
virtually everything,” nods David. And ‘press¬ 
ing’ too? “Pressing is horrible,” he says. “That 
came about because, if you didn’t plead at all 
to a charge, they couldn’t confiscate your 
lands. Most people knew they were going to 
hang for whatever crime it was anyway, so 
they’d rather just say nothing: they’d end up 
being pressed to death, but their family would 
inherit their land and property. 

“They would be laid down on the floor, with 
their legs and arms tied, and then they’d put a 
board on them and put on stones, and iron, 
and they’d keep adding to it. It was a horrible 
way to die. It’s hard to imagine, actually.” 

Writing about death is nothing new for 
David. 

Growing up in the north-west, he had a boy¬ 
hood fascination with the buried past (“I’ve 
always been interested in searching for King 
Arthur”), and came to Cambridge as a mature 
student in the 1990s to read archaeology at 
Wolfson. 

He followed this with a PhD, then worked at 
the BBC, writing for archaeology and art pro¬ 
grammes, “but the BBC’s a young person’s 
game really, and I got to the point where I was 
the oldest person in the room.. 

He returned to his alma mater and, now in 
his late 40s, he’s a fellow as well as director of 
studies at Wolfson. “It’s good fun,” he says. 
“The students keep you young and on your 
toes.” 

Looking at his jolly face, I can’t help remark¬ 
ing that he doesn’t look like someone who’d 
write a book as dark as this. 

“Well I have a side interest in it,” admits 
David. “I have a little collection of my own at 
home - mummies and things like that. Not 
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people! ” he adds quickly. “I’ve got an Egyptian 
mummified cat. I found it in a car boot sale, 
believe it or not. There’s a particular way the 
Egyptians bandaged things up, with a sort of 
criss-cross, and I thought ‘That looks right. . 

How much was it? “About 100 quid. 

“And I’ve got a skull.” Human this time? 
“Yes, it’s an old anatomical one, from the 
early 20th century - they were often Indian 
people.” So could it have been from one of the 
bodysnatchers’ skeletons? “I’m afraid it 
couldn’t! But goodness knows where they 
come from, to be honest.” 

So what was the most shocking story he 
came across for the book? “The Burwell fire 
was bad,” he says. 

It certainly was: in 1727, a group of travel¬ 
ling players put on a performance in one of 
the village’s barns - more than 100 men, 
women and children crammed in to watch 
and, once they were in, 
somebody nailed the 
door shut, “proba¬ 
bly to stop people 
coming in who 
weren’t pay¬ 
ing; a stupid 
thing to do.” 

See the 
book for 
the full 
story, but 
essential¬ 
ly it caught 
fire - and 
nearly eve- 
r y b o d y 
inside 
burned alive. 

“More than 
70 people 
died, and in a 
sense it’s 
weird that 
people don’t 
know about 
that.” 

Were there 
any stories that 
particularly 
touched him? “I 
was sad about the 
suicide of the 
Reverend Samuel 
Reeve at Caius,” says 
David, referring to a sen¬ 
ior proctor who hanged 
himself in a store¬ 
room, and 
wasn’t 


discovered for five months. 

“They hadn’t really missed him! But I didn’t 
want to make too much of suicide in the book. 
I don’t think it makes for good reading, par¬ 
ticularly. 

“And I suppose the burned alive story,” he 
says, of the last man in Cambridge to be pub¬ 
licly executed in Cambridge, John Green. 
Back in the 1860s, a drunken Green killed a 
prostitute by beating her up then stuffing her 
into the furnace at the malt house where he 
worked. 

“It’s horrible enough to be murdered, but 
the actual sense of burning alive has a par¬ 
ticular horror to it,” says David. 

So Cambridge IS, in fact, a hotbed of barbar¬ 
ity and inhumanity? 

“Well the weird thing is, everyone says 
Cambridge is one of the safest places to live,” 
he laughs. “Students are always told when 
they arrive: ‘Be careful, but it is 
still one of the safest places 
to be’. And this sort of 
puts the lie to that, 
doesn’t it?”

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Minister’s car 
parking ideas 
welcomed 

THE borough council has 
welcomed comments by Secretary 
of State Eric Pickles that over- 
zealous car parking enforcement 
undermines town centres. 

St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council already operates its car 
parks in Haverhill and Bury St 
Edmunds under laws from before 
2008 which were less strict. 

Other councils across the 
country now enforce parking 
regulations based on new laws 
which affect police enforcement, 
highways on street enforcement 
and off street car parking. 

Leader of the borough council, 
Cllr John Griffiths, said: “We 
already give our motorists at least 
the 10 minute parking leeway 
being proposed, and currently in 
the news. Partly as a result of this, 
99.99% of everyone using our car 
parks do so without problem or 
enforcement penalties.”

New homes 
are unveiled 
at last... 

A NEW housing scheme has finally been 
opened in Haverhill. 

The development of two, three and four 
bedroom homes at the town’s Greenwood 
Close was officially opened by Cllr Anne 
Gower, St Edmundsbury’s cabinet 
member for housing. 

There are 13 new properties, including 
two bungalows, on the site. These 
replace four Unity flats which were built 
in the mid 1950s. 

Alongside the new homes, which were 
built by Mansell Balfour Beatty, work was 
done on car parking and surrounding 
areas. 

In total, the scheme cost £1.6 million, 
with £300,000 of it coming from a 
Homes and Communities Agency grant. 

Planning permission was granted for 
the work in 2011. 


Drug test kits hit the road 


NEW roadside kits will be used to test 
drivers for drugs in Suffolk. 

The police will be using the new 
equipment after laws, which were 
introduced last week, made it easier 
for officers to target drug drivers. 

The new legislation, which came 
into force last Monday, gives officers 
the power to carry out roadside tests 
on drivers who are thought to be 
under the influence of cannabis or 
cocaine.

They will be able to test for drugs 
using a saliva swab - and limits will 
be set very low. 

Chief Inspector Chris Spinks, head 
of the Suffolk Roads Policing Unit, 
said: “Having legal limits for sub¬ 
stances means the process of dealing 
with offenders and securing prosecu¬ 
tions is less complex than before. 

“The new laws combined with the 


use of the roadside drug tests will 
allow officers to deal with offenders 
more effectively. 

“It is a minority of people who 
believe that they are fit to drive whilst 
under the influence of drugs, but they 
are putting themselves and others at 
risk.” 

He added: “In the same respect as 
alcohol, any amount of drug, pre¬ 
scribed or otherwise, can impair your 
ability to drive and increase your 


chances of causing a collision. 

“It is therefore essential that drivers 
read the instructions of any prescrip¬ 
tion medication before getting behind 
the wheel.” 

Some prescribed drugs which can 
be abused will also be included, but 
with high limits to reflect their use as 
medicines. 

Convictions of drug driving carry a 
minimum 12 month driving ban and 
a fine of £5,000.

IT'S all very well joining the 'grow your own' 
brigade - but what if your tomatoes don't taste 
sweet, your beans are stringy and your chillis lack 
punch? 

Before you head back to the vegetable racks 
at the supermarket, take some advice from TV 
gardening expert James Wong, 
who has just written RHS Grow 
For Flavour, a very interesting 
little tome with tricks in it to 
make your crops much tastier. 

This ebullient botanist and 
broadcaster tells me that if 
we water our crops too much 
they'll lack flavour, that trying 
some alternative compost 
mixes may help us taste the 
difference and that not all 
crops taste better when they've 
just been freshly harvested. 

The Kew-trained 'plant 
geek', who is currently ambassador for Fiskars and 
has a Homegrown Revolution range with Suttons 
Seeds, is clearly hoping to put the va va boom 
back into flavour. 

"The things you aim to do for fruit may be the 
exact opposite of what you want to do for some 
vegetables. To get fruit to be more concentrated 
and sweeter, you need to reduce the water con¬ 


tent of the plant, whereas with salad crops, you 
don't want dried-out lettuce, you want it to be as 
full of water as possible. 

"However, in general, the less you water and 
the less you fertilise and the sunnier the spot, the 
better your crops will taste." 

He argues against claims that 
heirloom varieties always taste 
better, and dispels myths that 
you should always defoliate 
leaves on tomato plants to help 
ripen their fruit and that liquid 
feed will lead the way to tasty 
crops. 

He also challenges some tra¬ 
ditional methods, advising us to 
pinch out the top of our tomato 
plants after they have set their 
first truss, to pick broad beans 
when they are tender and eat 
them like mangetout, and to 
use a dilute of molasses (which looks like thick, 
black syrup, available online as a horse supple¬ 
ment) to boost your crops grown in the ground. 

This, along with advice on giving your let¬ 
tuce seedlings a daily stroke to improve their 
establishment by up to 70%, as well as spritz- 
ing your tomato plants with aspirin solution, 
will make some traditionalists baulk, but he

backs it up with a lot of scientific evidence to 
produce a book which seems to make sense. 

Tomatoes happen to be a bugbear of mine. 
Every year, I grow them and every year they get 
late blight. Wong admits he was in the same boat 
but he's finally cracked it. 

"Firstly, there are some varieties that are much 
more tolerant to blight than others (he cites 
'Crimson Crush' as an example), but another 
solution is one-truss training (pinching out the top 
of the plants after they have set their first truss of 
fruit, turning them into dwarf plants). This works 
because the fruit are produced so much earlier in 
the year so they are generally harvested before 
late blight occurs. 

"Per plant, you end up with one instead of four 
trusses, but per square metre of beds you get 
exactly the same yield. The fruit from one-truss 
training are bigger, sweeter, contain more anti¬ 
oxidants and they are a better colour. 

"As these dwarf plants can be packed in far 
closer together, their total yield in a given area 
stays the same." 

He has read thousands of scientific papers to 
support his theories as well as growing and trying

the produce himself. 

But he'd avoid growing vegetables which he 
feels are not worth the time, money or flavour dif¬ 
ference compared with supermarket varieties. 

"Some crops will taste measurably better if you 
grow them yourself, such as the right variety of 
tomato, strawberries and sweetcorn. 

"Crops which would taste much the same as 
the supermarket, if not worse, include celery, 
most conventional onions and potatoes. If you 
are going for a regular King Edward, I don't think 
anyone could tell the difference between a home¬ 
grown one and one bought from the supermar¬ 
ket." 

He says heirloom varieties aren't necessarily 
superior. 

"When I did my flavour trials, I was astounded 
by how few heirloom varieties made it to the top. 
Flavour is largely about genetics but if you have a 
modern variety bred specifically for flavour, it can 
out-compete or at least match any heirloom type. 

"Take 'Sungold' tomatoes or 'Mara de Bois' 
strawberries, both famed for knock-out aroma. 
Their quirky looks and unique taste mean they 
are often referred to as 'heritage' types, but they 
were both actually bred as recently as the 1990s."

auction. Willson also hammered away the 
first ever lot, a 1951 Land Rover Series 1; for a 
winning bid of £5,035 including premium. 

The highest selling car on the day was an 
incredibly rare Riviera Blue 2001 Porsche 911 
(996) Turbo, which fetched a total of £30,740, 
more than £4,000 over its lower estimate. 

Close behind was a rare and sought after 2001 
Morgan Aero 8, selling for a premium inclu¬ 
sive £27,030. Wowing the crowds was a last of 
the line 2001 Rover Mini Cooper with just 182 
miles on the clock. The last to be sold in 
Scotland, the time warp car sold for £16,854 
including premium. 

Speaking after the successful first sale, auc¬ 
tion manager of CCA, loe Watts, said: “It’s 
been a great first ever sale for us and it’s been 
fantastic to see so many enthusiasts and buy¬ 
ers come and visit us for what will hopefully 
be the first of many.” 

Other highlight cars sold included a 2000 
faguar XKR Silverstone; one of just 50 ever 
made. The car had just 54,000 miles on its 
clock and sold for £20,140. A 1969 Jaguar 4.2 
MK 2, with a striking blue exterior and luxuri¬ 
ous red leather interior, also sold for a sub¬ 
stantial sum of £19,504. 

M powered BMWs were clearly in demand at 
the sale. A low mileage, vibrant blue 1998 

BMWE36M3 EVOwas 
purchased for a sig¬ 
nificant £13,250. 

Joining the M3 was a 
1993 BMW M5 
Nurburgring Edition, 
supplied with an 
extensive history file, 
which sold for £13,356; 
more than £2,000 over 
its lower estimate. 

There were also 
some bargains and 
great value to be had 
at the auction. A 2003 
Mercedes-Benz SLK 
200 Kompressor with 
just 55,000 miles from 
new sold for £3,180 
while a luxurious 1995 
Mercedes-Benz S500 
Coupe Auto sold for 
£2,650.
